Gazebo Gamaged by vandals 


The gazebo in Boyne City’ s Old City Park is consid- 
ered by many to be one of the community’s most recog- 
nizable landmarks. It is the center of attention at least once 
each week throughout the summer, as the location of the 
Evenings at the Gazebo concert series. Through the win- 
ter, itis traditionally adorned with sparkling white “icicle” 
lights, a lovely calming sight amidst swirling snows 
through the bleak months of the season. 

Last week, the gazebo was the subject of vandalism, 
with three pieces of wooden railing “kicked out” and de- 
stroyed. According to Boyne City Assistant Police Chief 
Jeff Gettel, ‘‘as these wood rails are handmade, they are 


quite expensive’ to repair. 


“This is an ongoing problem at Old City Park.” 

The ongoing problem includes damage and the leaving 
of trash on the premises, and has existed for a number of 
years, much to the frustration of area residents, and the 


police. 


“It’s difficult, because it’s a public park,” Gettel said,

Getting the

mw Charlevoix County Extension Office 
hoping to help 4-H programs and 
more escape state budget ax 


With the State of Michigan facing a 
deficit of nearly $920 million, Gover- 
nor Jennifer Granholm has put a num- 
ber of state-funded programs on the 
list of possible cuts. Among them is 


the Michigan State University Exten- 


sion program, which includes 4-H. 

The news, according to Charlevoix 
County 4-H Youth Agent Sue Shenk, 
put the local extension office staff into 
high gear. “We have been writing let- 
ters, making presentations,” Shenk 
said, since learning of the extension’s 
inclusion after Granholm spoke in 
Traverse City about two weeks ago. 
‘“‘What’s so shocking to us is, we can 
all live with a cut, but elimination is 
very difficult to accept. Once you lose 
a program like this, you never get it 
back.” 

A program like this, in northern 
Michigan, encompasses a vast 
amount of resources utilized regularly 
by area residents, especially in rec- 
reation for children. Programming 
ae the MSU Extension 4-H of- 


fice includes all 4-H Clubs and Asso- 
ciations, including animal husbandry, 
market livestock, and horse council; 
shooting sports; Community Service 
Learning; gardening programs, in- 
cluding Jr. Master Gardening and 
Gardening Education; and 4-H rec- 
reation clubs, such as soccer, Swim 
School, Youth Sailing School, tennis, 
wrestling, and golf. 

“(The Charlevoix County extension 
office] impacts approximately 2,500 
of the 4,900 youths in Charlevoix 
County,” Shenk said. ‘Those are big 
numbers. We just added another rec- 
reation program, 4-H golf, [but] with- 
out MSU Extension, 4-H cannot pro- 
ceed,” 

The MSU Extension was estab- 
lished initially as a three-way partner- 
ship between federal, state, and local 
governments; the $28.6 million to 
support MSU Extension from state 
appropriations is coupled with about

The wind storm and bliz- 
zard with gusts up to 84 
mph that blew across the 
entire state Nov. 12 and 13 
created a wide path of de- 
struction from _ the 
Mackinac Bridge to Grand 
Rapids and Detroit. Michi- 
gan-was especially hard hit 
by the storm, with more 
than 330,000 residents 
statewide without power. 
Other states in the Midwest 
and Northeast also had 


thousands off, but none 


more than Michigan. 
Several days passed be- 
fore Great Lakes Energy 
line crews, assisted by more 
than 20 other utility crews, 
line contractors and tree- 
trimming crews, were able 
to clean up the mess left by 
fallen trees and limbs that 
knocked out power at 764 
locations throughout the 
cooperative’s 26-county

Damages included 27 
broken poles and all 764 
outage locations involved 
line repairs or removing 
trees. More than 68,000 
customers representing 
over half the co-op’s total 
number of customers were 
without power at various 
times during the five day 
period when crews were 
busy making repairs 
throughout the co-op’s ser- 
vice area.

Fallen power lines buried 


under broken limbs and 
branches are often difficult 


to reach because roads and 


driveways are blocked by 
downed trees. They have to 
be cleared first before 
crews can get to the trouble 
and begin cutting away 
trees and limbs from the 
lines. It can easily take up 
to four hours for a crew to 
complete line repairs at a 
single outage location. 

“Qur employees and 
contracted crews did a phe- 
nomenal job in extremely 
difficult conditions,” 
Boeckman said. 

“They worked many 
hours with little sleep to 
restore power to our 
customer/owners.”

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‘Budget cuts 
could mean less 
options for kids 


It is, of course, Thanksgiving time, and we're all of a 
mind to be grateful for the many blessings we have, in 
our own homes and in our community. 

One of the areas in which I feel most blessed, living 
here in northern Michigan, is the variety and quality of 
resources I have to offer to my children, Living in a north- 
ern rural community, one might expect to have to com- 
promise on quality of life for their kids. Here, nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

Where urban children might attend schools with larger 
budgets and broader programming, we are lucky to have 
wonderful schools with dedicated and giving educators, 
administrators, and parents who go the extra mile to give 
kids the best experiences they can. 

Where urban kids might have access to arts, athletic 
and community centers, we have, besides woods, parks, 
rivers and lakes, a really remarkable variety of unique 
recreational programs, from swimming to sailing to soc- 
cer to gardening, and beyond. We have, too, public li- 
braries that offer fun and educational programming for 
kids, free of charge. 

We are truly blessed. 

There is, however, a catch — with the State of Michi- 
gan facing a $920 budget deficit, it's entirely possible, 
through cuts in school funding, 4-H and MSU Extension 
funding, and state-supported library programs, that our 
resources may be severely, and devastatingly, limited. 

School funds are already being cut; MSU Extension is 


_one of the programs being considered for elimination (see 


story on page one) and public library funding in various 
forms is in jeopardy. Many cuts are still in the discussion 
phase; now’s the time, then, to make our feelings known. 

While it’s true that our state is in dire financial straits, 
and we all know that cuts are inevitable, it’s my conten- 
tion that those areas that impact kids directly should be 
the last to be considered. For those of us in the northern, 
and less populated, part of the state, cuts of this nature 
could be truly devastating; unfortunately, the feeling in 
Lansing may well be that there aren’t enough votes here 
to matter. 

Show them that they’re wrong. Let them hear from 
you.

They’re talking about turbidity and tem- 
perature, correlation coefficients, and point 
source pollution. In other words, students in 
East Jordan High School’s Math, Science and 
Technology classrooms are learning their 
stuff. | 

In a program that began in 1997, students 
are combining science, math, statistics and 
communication arts using the Jordan River 
as subject and living lab. The be- 
ginning research project is the stu- 
dents’ first taste of what the MST 
program has in store for them, 
learning the ropes of reallife sci- 
ence and math, 

“We're finding out that now, 85 
percent of the math they'll do in 
jobs is statistics,” said instructor 
Sharon Moeke of the program. 
The projects, she said, teach stu- 
dents how to handle that type of 
information. Early on, staff and 
administrators looked for a project 
to tie the key components of MST 
together, along with a communi- 
cation element, and found a per- 
fect subject right under their noses 
with the Jordan River. At the time, 
the Friends of the Jordan River 
“was very interested in having us 
do some baseline data,” Moeke

cover reasonable and ac- 
tual costs incurred by the 
Township in responding to 
calls tor assistance in con- 
nection with a hazardous 
materials release. 


Section 2: “Hazardous Ma- 
terials” Defined 
For purposes of this Or- 


‘dinance, ‘hazardous mate- 


rials” include, but are not 
limited to, a chemical that 
is a combustible liquid, a 
flammable gas, explosive, 
flammable, an organic per- 
oxide, an oxidizer, pyro- 
phoric, unstable reactive or

“hazardous materials” also 
includes any other material 
which poses a substantial 
present or potential hazard 
to human life, health, safety 
or the environment, includ- 
ing hazardous materials 
defined by MCLA 286.452. 


Section 3: “Release” De- 


fined ’ 


_ Any spilling, teaking,. 


pumping, pouring, emitting, 
emptying, discharging, in- 
jecting, leaching, dumping 
or disposing of hazardous 
materials into the environ- 
ment or the abandonment 
or discarding of barrels, 
containers, and other 
closed receptacles contain- 
ing a hazardous substance. 
Section 4: “Responsible 
Party” Defined 

Any individual, firm, cor- 
poration, association, part- 
nership, commercial entity, 
consortium, joint venture, 
government entity or any 
other legal entity that is re- 
sponsible for a release of a 
hazardous material, either 
actual or threatened, or is 
an owner, tenant, occupant 
or party in control of prop- 
erty onto which or from 
which hazardous materials 
release. 


Section 5: Duty to Remove 
It shall be the duty of the 
responsible party to imme- 
diately remove hazardous 
materials and complete a 
total cleanup of the area of 
the release to insure that 
the hazardous materials are 
fully removed and the area 
is fully restored to pre-re- 
lease condition. 


Section 6; Failure to Re- 
move 

in the event that the re- 
sponsible party fails to im- 
mediately comply with Sec- 
tion 5, the Township em- 
ployees, agents, or contrac- 
tors of the Township, may 
enter the property where 
the release occurred and 
conduct a cleanup. 


Section 7: Charges im- 
posed Upon Responsible 
Party 

Where the Township, 
through its relationship with 
a provider of fire protection 
services, responds to a cail 
for assistance in connection 
with a hazardous materiais 
release, actual costs in- 
curred by the Township 
shail be imposed upon re- 
sponsible parties, including, 
but not limited to: 

1. All personnel related 
costs incurred by the Town- 
ship as a result of respond- 
ing to the hazardous mate- 
rials incident. 

2. Other expenses in- 
curred by the Township in 
responding to the hazard- 
ous materials incident, in- 
cluding but not limited to, 
rental or purchase of ma- 
chinery, equipment, labor, 
consultants, legal and eng- 
neering fees, medical and 
hospitalization costs, and 
the replacement costs re- 
lated to disposable per- 
sonal protective equipment, 
extinguishing agents, sup- 
plies, water purchased from 
municipal water systems 
and meais and refresh- 
ments for personnel while 
responding to the hazard- 
ous materials incident. 

3. Charges to the Town- 
ship imposed by the pro- 
vider of fire protection ser- 
vices, the State of Michigan, 
or federal government enti- 
ties related to the hazard- 
ous materials incident. 

4. Costs incurred in ac- 
counting for all hazardous 
material incident related ex- 
penditures, including billing 
and collection costs. 


Section 8: Billing Proce- 
dures 

Following the conclusion 
of the hazardous materials 
incident, the Township Su- 
pervisor shall submit a de- 
tailed listing of all known ex- 
penses to the Township 
Treasurer, who shail pre- 
pare an invoice to the re- 
sponsible party for payment 
to the Township.: The 
Treasurer's invoice shall 
demand full payment within 
thirty (30) days of receipt of 
the bill. Any additional ex- 
penses that become known 


to the Township Supervisor 


following the transmittal of 


the invoice to the respon-. 


sible party shall be billed in 
the same manner on a sub- 
sequent invoice to the re- 
sponsible party..” For any 
amounts due that remain 
unpaid after thirty (30) days, 
the Township shail impose 
a late charge of one percent 
(1%) per month, or tacven 


thereof. 


Section 9: Other Remedies 

The Township may pur- 
sue any other remedy, or 
may institute any appropri- 


ate action or proceeding, in 
a court of competent juris- 
diction to collect charges 
imposed under this Ordi- 
nance. The recovery of 
charges imposed under this 
Ordinance does not iimit ji- 
ability of responsible parties 
under local ordinance or 
state or federal law, tule or 
regulation. 


Section 10: Severability 

Should any provision or 
part of the within Ordinance 
be declared by any court of 
competent jurisdiction to be 
invalid or unenforceable, 
the same shall not effect the 
validity or enforceability of 
the balance of this Ordi- 
nance which shall remain in 
full force and effect. 


Section 11: Effective Date 

This Ordinance shall 
take effect one day after it’s 
publication in The Citizen- 
Journal. All ordinances or 
parts of ordinances in con- 
flict are hereby repealed.
